By multitudes, these words are 
taken as the Scriptural basis for the

merely the “sayings”— the words and

(Read Isaiah 2:2-4.)

pleas for disarmament heard on every 
hand.

God who 
foretold 
what the nations would he saying in 
these last days, predicted also what 
they would be doing; and in the light 
of this, the shipment of plowshares is 
Incidentally interesting. 
But of spe­ 
cial import is the world-sweeping pre­ 
paredness movement, and the fever­ 
ish 
preparation 
far 
war, and 
the 
awakening of all nations, both mighty 
and weak, In preparation for earth’s 
last conflict. 
“Prepare war, wake up the mighty 
men, 
let 
all the men of war 
draw 
near; let them come 
up: 
beat your 
plowshares 
into 
swords, 
and 
your 
pruning 
hooks 
Into spears: let 
the 
weak say J am strong. . . . Let the 
heathen be wakened, and come up to 
the Valley of Jehoshaphat; for there 
will I sit 
to judge all

round about. . . ' Multitudes, multi­ 
tudes in the valley of decision: for 
the day of 
the Lord is near
